Repair crew 


focuses on 
Hubble’s 


_bad vision

SPACE CENTER, Houston — 
With guidance and power systems 
restored on the Hubble, Endeavour’s 
spacewalking repair crew focused on 
fixing the telescope’s bad eyesight. 

“We've been up to bat twice, and 
the crew has hit two home runs,” said 
Joe Rothenberg, NASA’s associate 
director of flight projects for Hubble. 
“The first objective has been met: We 
can handle on-orbit servicing and we 
can handle contingencies.” 

On Monday, the space shuttle 
Endeavour and its crew of seven were 


in the sixth day of the 11-day flight, 


setting spacewalk records each time 
they venture out of the crew cabin. 
The bus-sized Hubble, 43-feet long, 
sits upright on a Lazy Susan near the 
rear of the cargo bay. 

Thethird day of repairs, beginning 
late Monday, was ‘reserved for 
installing a new multi-purpose cam- 
era. 

Nicknamed “wiffpic” for wide-field 
planetary camera, the instrument 
includes lenses to compensate for the 
flaws created by the telescope’s mis- 
shapen main mirror. With it, NASA 
hopes to regain most the’Hubble’s 
lost promise of getting crisp images 
of the faintest and oldest heavenly 
bodies. 

It also will enable astronomers to 
track the orbits of comets around the 
sun and search for planets around 
other stars. 

Astronauts Story Musgrave and 
Jeffrey Hoffman, making their second - 
foray into the*open cargo bay, also 
were set to replace the Hubble’s two 
magnetometers that measure the tele- 
scope’s position by Earth’s: magnetic 
field. Neither of the existing instru- 
ments is performing at full capability. 

One of the unanticipated events also 
became the flight’s most dramatic 
moment. 

A solar panel being removed for 
replacement in Monday’s spacewalk 
refused to roll up for the return home. 
Rather than waste time. with it, 
Mission Control told the spacewalk-. | 
ers to toss it overboard to join 6,700 
other pieces of space flotsam.

Serbs kill 5, wound 27 in Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Serb forces shelled the Bosnian capital 
for five hours Monday, taking aim at shoppers bartering for food and mourners 
burying their dead. Five people were killed and at least 27 wounded. 

It was the heaviest shelling in more than a week and came the day after the 
first infantry clashes in weeks between Serb forces besieging Sarajevo and the 
Muslim-led Bosnian army. 

Violence is on the upsurge in the wake of the- latest failed efforts. to end 
Bosnia’s 20-month war. 

The first of Monday’s shells landed on an outdoor market in a residential area 
of Sarajevo. Four people died and 16 were wounded. Shoppers scrambled 
under vendors’ ‘stalls or dashed across the street to the relative safety of an 
apartment building as the shelling continued. 

Mourners at a nearby cemetery, burying a young woman and old man killed 
last week, hit the ground when they heard the first explosion, then ran for cover 
amid the gravestones. Moments later shells began landing at the cemetery, 
Associated Press photographer Morten Hvaal said. No one was injured at the 
cemetery. 


Ex-priest sentenced for child molesting 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass. — Former priest James Porter was sentenced to at 
least 18 years in prison for child molesting Monday after 22 of his victims 
spoke of the pain and embarrassment they quietly endured for three decades. 

Before the sentence was announced, Porter tearfully begged for leniency, but 
one victim told the judge: “I would ask the court to show the same amount of 
mercy that Mr. Porter showed us, and that is none.” 

Prosecutors had urged that Porter be imprisoned up to 40 years. The victims 
asked for sentences including life imprisonment, stoning and castration. 

The former Roman Catholic priest pleaded ‘guilty Oct. 5 to 27 charges of 
indecent assault and battery of a child under 14, as well as 14 related charges 
stemming from the period in the 1960s when he was at parishes in North 
Attleboro, Fall River and New Bedford. 


U.S., Russia discuss re-aiming missiles 


WASHINGTON — With the Cold War over, the United States and Russia 
are discussing a plan to stop aiming their long-range nuclear missiles at each 
other. “We are working it through now,” President Clinton said Monday. 

The missiles may be targeted instead on desolate spots on the high seas. There 


is a chance the targeting data would be removed entirely from the weapons, but 


experts said this could be risky if the missiles are accidentally launched. 

The result would be mostly symbolic since the missiles can be re-targeted 
within minutes, said U.S. officials who discussed the negotiations on condition 
they not be identified. 

Clinton said, “We’re working very hard with the Russians ... to make them 
and ourselves and others feel more secure with that move.” He, said there was 
no final decision. A. State Department spokeswoman, Christine Shelly, said rec- 
ommendations may be sent to the president by early spring. 


Violent crime on the rise in SLC. 


SALT LAKE CITY — Serious crime may be declining faster in Salt Lake 
City than in the rest of the country, but violent crime is onthe rise in the city, a 
pattern contrary to the national trend. 

Violent crimes in Salt Lake City in the first half of this year rose 1.6 percent, 
mostly because of a 25.3 percent increase in forcible rapes, according to data 
released Sunday by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The sheer number of forcible rapes rose from 83 in the first half of 1992 to 
104 in the first six months of this year. 

Salt Lake Police Lt. Marty Vuyk said police can only hope the city will start 
following the national trend, which showed a 3 percent decline in violent crime 
and a 4 percent decline in rapes in the first half of the year. 


In past years, police have attributed increases in forcible rapes to better ~ 


reporting of such crimes. 

Among other violent crimes, the number of murders remained the same at 
seven, robberies increased from 225 te 227 and aggravated assault dropped 
from 326 to 313 cases.

Utah County will again receive fed- 
eral funds appropriated by Congress 
with the purpose of supplementing 
emergency food and shelter programs 
in high-need areas around the coun- 
try. 

The National Board, made up of 
representatives from charitable orga- 
nizations and chaired by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, 
chose Utah County to receive $74,502 
to help expand the capacity of food 
and shelter programs in the area, said 
Bill Hulterstrom, the president of 
United Way of Utah County. 

Some of the charitable organizations 
represented by the National Board are 
the Salvation Army, the American 
Red Cross, Catholic charities and the 
United Way of America. 

“Utah County was chosen based on

received less this year because the 
unemployment rate has gone down. 

A local board consisting of repre- 
sentatives from charitable organiza- 
tions in Utah County will determine 
how the funds awarded to the area 
will be distributed, Hulterstrom said. 

“The creation of the local board has 
been mandated by the National 
Board,” Hulterstrom said.

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Supreme Court correct 
to allow Boy Scouts’ oath 


In a refreshing move, the Supreme Court upheld a ruling Monday that allows the Boy 
Scouts of America to maintain its exclusivity of membership based on a pledge to “do your 


duty to God.” 


The court rejected an appeal by an 11-year-old Illinois boy. who wanted to join but would 


not pledge a duty to God. 


The ruling is an important one, because it gives the Scouts momentum to fight other out- 
side challenges to its rights as a private organization. 

Today’s American society, obsessed with shouting “rights violation’ at every turn, has 
degenerated to the point that many rights no longer exist in reality. 

It’s nearly impossible to express a “politically incorrect” opinion, as if even having such

We, the undersigned, collectively have a substantial 
record of professional service in\faculty and administrative 
positions at Brigham Young University as well as at many 
other prominent universities. As a group, we have exten- 
sive experience with the University’s rank and status 
process for evaluating and retaining faculty, and some of us 
participated directly in the evaluation process that consid- 
ered the cases receiving public attention this past year. We 
are also familiar with the University’s new academic free- 
dom document and its implications for faculty retention, 
and some of us participated in formulating this document. 
Based on our experiences and familiarity with the faculty 
retention processes, we make the following observations: 

1. Both the academic freedom and the rank advancement 
and tenure procedures were authored by faculty. They rep- 
resent faculty governance procedures working as they 
should at a major university. These procedures do not 
allow for anyone to be terminated without due cause and 
then only after an established appeals process. 

2. We believe that the academic freedom document prop- 
erly defines the role of the faculty and its freedoms and that 
of the University as well. The BYU academic freedom doc- 
ument prohibits speech or action that ‘ ‘seriously or adverse- 
ly affects BYU’s mission or its sponsoring Church.” 

3. BYU’s rank advancement and tenure policies are con- 
sistent with those of most other U.S. universities. We have 
collectively taught at many other major schools (e.g., 
Stanford, University of Illinois, California Institute of 
Technology, University of Michigan, Penn State, Ohio 
State, Purdue, Columbia, Minnesota) and BYU’s policies 
are similar to those at other prominent universities with 
which we are familiar.

4. BYU, like most other respected universities, conducts 
peer reviews of each faculty member’s academic perfor- 
mance. For retention at BYU, this occurs in the third and 
sixth years at the University. The third-year review has 
three possible outcomes. Based on accomplishments during 
time on the faculty, individuals are informed that their aca- 
demic performance has been determined to be: (1) current- 
ly on track and they are being admitted to “candidacy” for 
tenure, (2) deficient in some way and needs to be improved 
if they are to be granted tenure at the time of their sixth- 
year review, or (3) unacceptable and they are being recom- 
mended for termination. 

5. As prescribed by the University rank and status policy, 
during each formal review, a faculty member’s perfor- 
mance is evaluated by six different groups or individuals: a 
department committee, a department chair, a college com- 
mittee, a dean, the University Rank Advancement Council 
(comprised of faculty), and the University administration. 

6. In participating in the above processes, we have never 
encountered any occasion when a University official or 
Church authority contacted any of us and attempted to 
influence the outcome of our decisions regarding rank and 
status. 

It is important to understand that BYU is inseparably 
intertwined with The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. Tuition charged to students is only $1,100 per 
semester, with Church tithing funds providing about 70 
percent of all operating costs of the University. The annual 
investment by the Church in BYU can easily be estimated 
to be hundreds of millions of dollars. We strongly support 
the purpose of this investment which is to increase both 
knowledge and faith of the University’s exceptional student

A BYU faculty member who promotes or politicizes an 
agenda contrary to Church beliefs can cause significantly 
more harm to the missions of BYU and the Church than 
would an outspoken Church member or even nonmember 
who occupies another position. The recently-adopted acad- 
emic freedom standards that set forth a balance between 
institutional and individual academic freedoms are neces- 
sary to protect the missions of BYU and the Church and to 
guarantee faculty members necessary academic freedom. 
The Board of Trustees (comprised of Church leaders) has 
given considerable latitude to University administrators 
and faculty to govern themselves. Some faculty critics 
believe that Church leaders are becoming increasingly 
“anti-intellectual and are pressing the University to rein 
scholars in.” Our experience has been to the contrary. We 
continue to enjoy great latitude to conduct research and to 
publish. 

We acknowledge that BYU faculty are restricted from 
public statements that are considered to be harmful to the 
mission of the University or the Church. We also believe 
that there are common constraints of one kind or another 
on faculty at most institutions. We willingly support and 
accept the environment and standards at BYU. Some have 
suggested that the University cannot achieve ’a respected 
place in the academic world under these policies and prac- 
tices. We are prepared to let the quality and accomplish- 
ments of the University’s graduates together with the 
scholarly and professional contributions of our faculty col-

Other teams in the contests included 
Colorado State University, 
Metropolitan State College of Denver, 
Fort Hays Kansas, Western State 
College (Gunnison, Colo.), Wayne 
State College (Nebraska) and BYU. 
There were three other contests in 
transportation, manufacturing and 
technical presentation in which the 


’ BYU team elected not to compete. 


The problem solving contest includ- 
ed a kit of materials from which the 
students had to construct a device to 
drop a golf ball into a cup from at 
least a 24-inch height, while requiring 
between 5-10 seconds from the time 


_ the ball was released until it dropped 


into the cup. 

The contest also involved associated 
paperwork to document the utilization 
of brainstorming, the problem solving 
process with the selection of best 
solution, sketches of final design, etc. 

The communications contest includ- 
ed the production of a 30-second pub- 
lic service announcement for televi- 
sion illustrating the benefits of recy- 
cling for age groups 6-13 years old, 
along with associated paperwork and 


theme “Reuse, Repair, Recycle.” 
They used a box which originally 
enclosed a sleeping bag. They then re- 
used it as a storage container for 
books, then repaired it to become a 
container for a birthday present and, 
finally, showed it being taken to the 
recycling container. They had to 
enlist the aid of a 10-year-old student 
who happened to be attending the 
conference with his parents. 

The technology challenge was a 
quiz contest, similar in format to TV’s 
Jeopardy program. The teams were 
given a series of questions related to 
the technology areas of communica- 
tions, construction, manufacturing, 
power/energy/transportation and gen- 
eral information on technology. The 
BYU team beat its first opponent by a 
score of 60-0, the second opponent by 
40-20, and scored a come-from- 
behind victory over the second-place 
finisher, Fort Hays. : 

Most of these BYU teacher educa- 
tion students, upon graduation, will be 
involved in implementing new pro- 
grams in technology education as an 
enhancement to the more traditional 
industrial arts courses.

WASHINGTON — More than 
72,000 people collect an average 
$405 a month in federal disability 
payments because they are addicted to 
drugs or alcohol. Few get the treat- 
ment they need to kick their habit and 
some end up using the cash to buy 
more liquor or drugs. 

The number of drug addicts and 
alcoholics on the rolls of 
Supplemental Security Income has 
exploded in recent years. 

In the first nine months of 1993, 
nearly 19,000 people began collecting 
benefits. 

The federal government will spend 
an estimated $350 million in pay- 
ments to addicts and alcoholics on 
SSI this fiscal year, more than six 
times as much as the $55 million 
spent in 1989. 


SSI is a welfare program that is sup- - 
posed to help low-income elderly and . 


disabled people pay for food, shelter 
and clothing. ; 

To qualify for SSI disability bene- 
fits, ‘a person must be unable to work 
because of a physical or. mental 
impairment that is expected to result 
in death or last for at least a year. 
Social Security determines who is eli- 
gible for benefits. 

Some 5.8 million people receive SSI 
benefits, and just 1.5 percent of them 
are addicts and alcoholics, said Social 
Security spokesman Phil Gambino. 

In exchange for their checks, drug 
addicts and alcoholics must agree to 
get abuse treatment, if it’s available. 

The problem, say advocates and 
Social Security officials, is that there 
aren’t enough treatment opportunities 
in a country with 23 million addicts, 
alcoholics and problem drinkers and 
fewer than 90,000 federally funded 
treatment slots. 

In any given year, only about 2 mil- 
lion to 3 million people are actually 
being treated in either private or pub- 
licly funded facilities, according to 
the National Association of 
Alcoholism and Drug Abuse coun- 
selors. 

“Social Security, unknowingly, 
unwittingly, provides more money to 

‘drug dealers and bars than any other 
organization in the whole world,” said 
Francis J. O’Byrne, an administrative 
law judge in Chicago who hears 
appeals from people who have been 
denied Social Security benefits. 

“No drug addict, no alcoholic 
should ever have their hands on

cash,” O’Byrne said. “These people 
should be put in a hospital, in detox, 
to make them better, not given money 
to buy a better class of drugs.” 

O’Byrne says he asks people apply- 
ing for disability benefits if they will 
use the money to buy alcohol. A cojn- 
mon answer, he says, is “Well yes, 
but P'Il steal less.” 

Al! Guida, vice president of govern- 
mental affairs for the National Mental 
Health Association, believes most SSI 
benefits to recipients disabled by 
addiction go to rent, food and day-to- 
day survival. 

“Let’s say for a moment that we bar 
these payments and then shift the 
$300 million into direct drug treat- 
ment,” he said. “What you’re going to 
do is increase the number of people 
who are homeless.” 

Social Security requires that all cash 
payments to a drug addict or alcoholic 
be made to a “representative payee,” 
such as a relative, friend or room- 
mate, who is supposed to make sure 
the money is well spent. 

That’s no guarantee the addict won’t 
buy drugs or alcohol, because Social 
Security may unknowingly choose a 
representative payee who is irrespon- 
sible or easily intimidated by the 
addict. 

According to Social Security, there 
were 72,137 people on the SSI rolls 
because of a debilitating drug or alco- 
hol addiction in September. Less than

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Kids, cops kick off Christmas at Kmart

There is something truly magical 
about a hardened police officer who 
takes the hand of a needy 5-year-old 
boy and helps him shop for Christmas 
gifts, which is precisely what hap- 
pened at the Shop With a Cop event 
Saturday morning at the Spanish Fork 
Kmart store.

Money was collected 
throughout Utah County to raise 
funds to buy the children Christmas 
gifts. Because of the generous efforts 
of many volunteers, the Kmart-spon- 
sored program provided a $95 gift 
certificate to each child. 

The volunteers paired up. children 
with the officers, which proved an 
unsettling experience for many of 
them at first — hoth the kids and the 
officers. Police are not generally 
accustomed to making friends with 
children between the ages of 3 and 
12, but most were able to find a com- 
mon bond with-the children before 
long. 

Then the kids raced off to the police 
cars Outside accompanied by their 
police escorts. Provo Sgt. Dave Bolda 
was given charge of two boys, as 
there were slightly more children than 
police officers present.
